"At the lime of Mr. Harrison’s 
report," 
Elsenhower 
wrote, 
"there were perhaps I.(MHI Jew4 
still In their former concentra­ 
tion camps. These were too sick 
to he moved at that time. No 
Jewish or other displaced per­ 
sons have been housed In these 
places longer than was absolute­ 
ly necessary for medical quaran­ 
tine and recovery from acute 
Illness. It has always been our 
practice, not Just our policy to 
remove these victims with the 
utmost speed from concentra­ 
tion camps.” 
Harrison'* 
report,

contended, "gives little regard to the 
problems faced, the real success a t­ 
tained in saving the lives of thou­ 
sands of Jewish and other concen­ 
tration camp victims and rep atriat­ 
ing those who could and wished to 
be repatriated, and

unfortunates who remained under 
our Jurisdiction from the depths of 
physical degeneration to a condition 
of health and essential comfort.

ply, medical and welfare problems 
“make it desirable th a t displaced 
persons be sufficiently concentrated 
th a t these services may be perform ­ 
ed efficiently by the limited super- 
vlsory personnel and transport at 
our disposal.”

B a iris burg, O rt. IU (Al*)—-A h e a r­ 
ing to receive testim ony concerning 
th e fixing of m ilk prices in six of 
Pennsylvania’s m ilk m ark etin g area 
lias been culled for H arrisburg on 
O ctober 22.
